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IIE'.V  YORK  ---  Although  traffic  noise  generally  is  more  intense 
than  industrial  noise,  individuals  conaider  it  less  objectionable, 
George  Bonvallet,  associate  physicist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  told  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Acoustical  Society  of  America  here  today, 

Bonvallet  listed  two  factors  which  led  to  his  conclusion: 

"1.   The  public  may  tolerate  public  transportation  noise  on 
the  incorrect  basis  that  it  cannot  be  reduced,  and 

"2,   Traffic  noise,  disregarding  automobile  horns  and  clang- 
ing trolley  gongs,  increases  in  intensity  then  decreases  when  the 
source  is  near  the  listener.   Industrial  noise,  on  the  other  hand, 
often  changes  abruptly.   Generally  it  starts  and  stops  suddenly  and 
may  be  objectionable  because  of  its  characteristic  quality  recognizable 
in  forging  hammers,  steam  exhaust  blasts,  traveling  cranes,  whistles,, 
bells,  etc," 

"Factory  noise  outside  plants  is  not  as  loud  as  it  is  reputed 
to  be,"  Bonvallet  said,   "The  few  plants  that  make  noise  have:  given  a 
bad  reputation  to  industry  in  general,."

Bonvallet  pointed  out  that  only  a.bout  six  per  cent  of  indus- 
trial noise  could  be  considered  objectionably  intense  on  the  basis  of 
his  preliminary  studiesc. 

Bonvallet 's  talk  to  the  Acoustical  Society  was  based  on 
information  compiled  in  the  Noise  Survey  of  Chicago  conducted  by  the 
Foundation  and  the  Greater  Chicago  iJoise  Reduction  Council,   '.Vork  was 
started  in  November,  1947,  has  continued  through  several  phases,  and 
will  be  completed  this  fall. 

Complete  results  of  the  survey,  including  industrial  traffic 
and  residential  area  noises,  \7ill  be  compiled  and  compared  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  survey.   Results  are  expected  to  be  used  for  educational 
purposes  and  as  a  basis  for  ordinances  and  legislationo 

Bonvallet  has  been  doing  much  of  the  actual  measuring  in  the 
Chicago  Noise  Survey  which  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H.  A.  Leedy, 
director  of  the  Foundation,  and  Dr,  Howard  C.  Hardy,  supervisor  of 
acoustics  and  vibrations.   Surveys  of  vehicle  noise  in  the  city,  both 
under  winter  and  summer  conditions,  have  been  concluded  and  a  compila- 
tion of  final  results  is  being  made. 

The  Foundation  now  is  completing  measurements  of  industrial 
and  residential  noises  under  summer  conditions,  A  complete  report  on 
the  survey  probably  will  be  completed  this  fallo 

A  feature  of  the  present  survey,  differing  from  past  studies 
is  the  compilation  showing  portions  of  noise  which  fall  in  different 
frequency  bands  (octaves).

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Since  the  higher  frequencies  are  more  annoying  to  the  human 
ear,  the  data  obtained  in  the  present  survey  has  much  more  far  reachinf 
implications  than  previous  studies  which  measured  only  over-all  noise. 

The  first  noise  survey  of  consequence  was  undertaken  in  New. 
York  in  1933  and  its  results  were  far  reaching  and  effect ive=   A  pre- 
liminary survey  of  noise  in  Chicago  was  commonced  in  1940  under  the 
same  sponsorship  as  the  present  survey,  but  ended  with  the  increased 
work  on  defense  before  V/.orld  War  II,

CHICAGO  —  If  J,  Scott  Griffith  and  John  Neff  have  their  way 
calcium  oxide  (just  plain  lime)  is  going  to  turn  glamorous, 

Neff  and  Griffith,  supervicors  of  ceramics  and  of  minerals 
research  respectively  for  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  have  just  begun  a  project  in  which  they  expect  to  turn 
this  useful,  eveiyday  compound  into  a  usable  refractory  for  rocket  liners 
and  jet  airplane  parts. 

To  date  no  one  has  been  able  to  stabilize  lime  against  attack- 
by  moisture  or  against  excessive  thermal  shock  (large,  sudden  changes  in 
temperature) , 

The  work  on  lijne  actually  is  the  second  step  in  a  project  v/hich 
the  Foundation  is  undertaking  for  the  Air  Materiel  Command.  The  first 
step  is  the  development  of  two  high-temperature  electric  furnaces.

Design  for  the  special  fui^naces  was  made  originally  by  R,  F, 
Geller  of  the  U,  S.  Burea-^  of  Standards.  As  designed  they  mil  operate 
up  to  2,0^0  degrees  centigrade.  Armour  plans  to  modify  the  furnaces  so 
they  can  be  used  up  to  2,300  degrees  centigrade,  according  to  Dr.  E.  P, 
Flint,  chairman  of  the  ceramics  and  minerals  department. 

With  the  proposed  modification  these  will  be  the  only  non-gas- 
fired  furnaces  which  can  reach  this  temperature  v.rith  an  oxidizing  atmosphere 
(all  other  furnaces  must  have  a  vacuum  or  inert  gasses  to  reach  this 
temperature) . 

Dr.  Flint  explained  that  this  research  is  fundamental «  Lime  and 
some  of  the  other  common  oxides  such  as  magnesium  oxide,  will  be  sintered 
(joined  by  heat)  and  "we  expect  to  modify  some  of  these  oxides,  or 
combirations  of  them,  to  make  them  sufficiently  resistant  to  thermal  shock 
and  moisture," 

Primary  emphasis  on  the  project  is  being  given  to  the  utilization 
of  common,  non-strategic  oxides  in  conji.mction  ivith  lime  and  magnesium, 

"Most  of  the  work  on  refractories  for  aircraft  pov;er  plants 
has  been  done  with  relatively  scarce  materials,"  Flint  said.   "Vfe  hope 
to  make  it  possible  to  utilise  the  practically  inexhaustible  supplies  of 
limestone  as  a  source  of  refractories  not  only  for  airplane  parts  but 
also  for  many  industrial  applications,"

CHICAGO  —  When  a  new  engine  is  born,  it  is  no  blessed  event  to 
ihe  checiist  who  often  must  fabricate  a  new  lubricant  needed  to  get  better 
serformance   out   of  the   engineer's   brain  child. 

Specialized   compounds   are   added    in  small   amounts   to   base    lubri— 
3atits,    2>n  the   basis   of   the   chemist's   broad  knowledge    of   both  engine   and 
Jil,      These  additives,    often  less   than  one   per   cent    of  the   whole,    can  do 
such  things   as    inhibit   oxidation  and   corrosion,    retard   sludge   formation, 
ceep   the    engine    cleaner,   and    increase   lubricating  efficiency.      There   are 
lundreds   of  additives,    in  dozens   of   combinations   and    concentrations. 

No   chemical   bench   tests  have  been  devised  yet   that   will    measure 
lerfonuance    of   lubricants    in  an  engine.      The   way  to   find   out    is   to   run  a 
iest  on  a   real   engine,   and   dozens   of   such  performance  tests   go   on   in  the 
Jngine   and   Lubricant   Research  Laboratory  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
[llinois    Institute   of  Technology, 
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Wilson  P.  Green,  in  charge  of  the  laboratory,  believes  that  the 
ihemists  have  done  a  good  job  in  keeping  up  7/ith  the  nevs  engine  designs, 
'What  would  have  passed  as  an  acceptable  lubricant  live  years  ago  is  far 
»elow  today's  premium  oils,"  Green  said  in  citing  progress  in  the 
idditive  field. 

An  automobile  engine  is  itself  a  kind  of  thermal  and  catalytic 
'cracking,"  or  refining,  chemical  plant,  Green  pointed  out,  which  produces 
lower  and  by-products  like  carbon  desposits,  corrosive  acids,  sludge  and 
iXhiist  gases.  Additives  which  help  control  the  effects  of  engine  by 

Toducts  are  derived  from  zinc,  barium,  chlorine,  phosphorus,  and  many

Current  lubrication  problems  can  be  found  in  high  speed  turbines, 
lUtomatic  transmissions,  and  diesels  which  use  high  sulfur  fuels,  Green 
laid.   Another  headache  for  chemists  could  come  by  lowering  the  drive 
ihaft  in  future  automobiles;  new  types  of  gears  introduce  new  lubpicatioh 
iroblems. 

Lubricants  are  tested  in  the  Armour  laboratory  for  such  properties 
,s  ring  sticking,  wear,  Oxidation,  sludging  and  varnish  formation.   The 
^bSlity  of  lubricants  to  protect  gears  against  shock,  acceleration  and 
txtreme  loadings  are  also  tested. 

Types  of  additives  in  production  Cor  currently  needed)  include 
tetergents,  which  pick  up  dirt  or  carbon  from  the  engine  to  the  oil 
ieasier  to  change  oil  than  engines);  oxidation  inhibitors,  which  control 
.he  amount  of  oxygen  available  to  degrade  the  oil;  upper  lubes,  which 
>revent  sticking  of  overhead  valves,  and  additives  for  base  stock  con- 
iaining  too  much  sulfur.   Continuing  research  is  going  on  in  finding 
idditives.
